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DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

1. This communication is in response to the Amendment filed on 11/14/08. Claims 
3-4 have cancelled. Claims 1, 5 and 12 have been amended. Claims 13-16 have been 
newly added. Claims 1, 2, and 5-16 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Vazvan (WO 9745814, an IDS provided by the Applicant's) in view of Flom et al. 
(2001/0054087) and further in view Mamdani et al. (7,240,036). 

As per claim 1 , Vazvan discloses a system for facilitating electronic payments in 
a food service setting using a mobile device enabled for short range proximity signaling 
and two way messaging (See Vazvan, Fig.6, Page 9, lines 1 1-41 ) said system 
comprising: a proximity reader for interacting with said mobile device presented to said 
proximity reader by a user, wherein said proximity reader uses short range proximity 
signaling to trigger the initiation of a mobile payment session (See Vazvan, Page 9, 
lines 27-41 ); a plurality of servers for providing authentication of user and processing 
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payments (See Vazvan, Fig. 2, Page 6, lines 9-27); a plurality of point of sale terminals 
to provide access to transaction information (See Vazvan, Fig. 3, Page 1 1-38); and a 
messaging system for providing mobile commerce messaging with said user, wherein 
said mobile commerce messaging includes digital content of at least one of digital cash 
(See Vazvan, Page 9, lines 1 1 -22). 

Vazvan does not explicitly disclose that the system having coupons, 
advertisements, games, ring-tones, graphics, videos via messaging, promotion of a 
plurality of different items to purchase. 

However, these features are known in the art, as evidenced by Flom. In 
particular, Flom suggested that the system having coupons (See Flom, Page 2, 
Paragraphs 0012, 0015), advertisements (See Flom, Page 2, Paragraphs 0012, 0015), 
games (See Flom, Page 7, Paragraph 0068), ring-tones (See Flom, Page 7, Paragraph 
0069), graphics (See Flom, Page, 5, Paragraph 0056), videos via messaging (See 
Flom, Page 5, Paragraph 0056), promotion of a plurality of different items to purchase 
(See Flom, Page 5, Paragraph 0050, Page 6, Paragraphs 0064-0065). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have included the feature of Flom within the system of Vazvan with the 
motivation of providing offer, advertisement, or coupon to the user (See Flom, Page 2, 
Paragraph 0015). 

As best understood, Vazvan and Flom disclose all the limitations above. Vazvan 
and Flom do not explicitly disclose "wherein the plurality of servers are configured to 
initiate a voice call to the mobile device, request an authentication code from a user of 
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the mobile device, and receive an authentication code entered into the mobile device by 
the user. 

However, this feature is known in the art, as evidenced by Mamdani. In particular 
Mamdani suggests the system having wherein the plurality of servers are configured to 
initiate a voice call to the mobile device, request an authentication code from a user of 
the mobile device, and receive an authentication code entered into the mobile device by 
the user (See Mamdani, Fig.4; Fig.7; Col.3, lines 63-67 to Col.4, line 19; Col.6, lines 46- 
63; Col. 12, lines 23-67). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have included the feature of Mamdani within the collective teachings of 
Vazvan and Flom with the motivation of enabling wireless e-commerce transactions to 
be facilitated and fulfilled in a secure and convenient manner (See Mamdani, Co1 .2, 
lines 10-12). 

As per claim 2, Vazvan discloses the system wherein the proximity reader 
provides an interface to download said digital content (See Vazvan, Page 9, lines 11- 
26). 

4. Claims 5-1 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Vazvan (WO 97/45814, December 4, 1997) in view of Meyer et al (5,933,812) and 
further in view of Mamdani et a1 .(7,240,036). 
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As per claim 5, Vazvan discloses a method for facilitating the payment of 
products, said method comprising: using a mobile device enabled for short range 
proximity signaling and two way messaging to provide a short range proximity signal to 
a proximity reader presenting said mobile device to said proximity reader (See Vazvan, 
Fig. 6, Page 9, lines 11-41); providing identification information to a payment system 
(See Vazvan, Fig. 2, Page 6, lines 9-27); receive verification of identity information from 
the payment system at said mobile device (See Vazvan, Fig. 6, Page 9, lines 11-41); 
ordering a plurality of products and accumulating charges (See Vazvan, Page 9, lines 
34-41). 

Vazvan does not explicitly disclose that the method has receiving on a display of 
said mobile device the electronic bill for a total charge. 

However, this feature is known in the art, as evidenced by Meyer. In particular, 
Meyer suggests that the method has receiving on a display of said mobile device the 
electronic bill for a total charge (See Meyer, Fig.21; Col. 7, lines 37-67). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have included the feature of Vazvan within the system of Meyer with the 
motivation of providing a portable transaction data entry terminal that is especially 
suited for eating and drinking establishments (See Meyer, Col. 3, lines 1-4). 

As best understood, Vazvan and Myers disclose all the limitations above. Vazvan 
and Meyer do not explicitly disclose "wherein the verification of identity information 
includes indicia of a unique transaction confirmation code generated by the payment 
system, wherein the unique transaction confirmation code links an electronic bill of a 
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user of the mobile device to a payment account for the user. 

However, this feature is known in the art, as evidenced by Mamdani. In 
particular, Mamdani suggests the system having "wherein the verification of identity 
information includes indicia of a unique transaction confirmation code generated by the 
payment system" (See Mamdani, Fig. 2 item 104b; Co1 .3, lines 55-67 to Co1 .4, line 25), 
"wherein the unique transaction confirmation code links an electronic bill of a user of the 
mobile device to a payment account for the user (See Mamdani, Fig. 2 item 1 04b; 
Co1 .3, lines 55-67 to Co1 .4, line 25). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have included the feature of Mamdani within the collective teachings of 
Vazvan and Flom with the motivation of enabling wireless e-commerce transactions to 
be facilitated and fulfilled in a secure and convenient manner (See Mamdani, Co1 .2, 
lines 10-12). 

As per claim 6, Vazvan discloses the method further comprising: receiving a 
plurality of messages offering additional items to purchase on said display (See Vazvan, 
Page 8, lines 16-41); adding a plurality of additional charges to said electronic bill (See 
Vazvan, Page 8, lines 1 6-41 ); and approving of said total charge plus said plurality of 
additional charges (See Vazvan, Page 8, lines 16-41 to Co1.9, line 10). 
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As per claim 7, Meyer discloses the method further comprising: adding a tip to 
said electronic bill (See Meyer Co1 .2, lines 7-27); and approving of said total charge 
plus tip (See Meyer, Co1 .2, lines 7-27; Co1 .8, lines 58-60). 

The motivation for combining the respective teachings of Vazvan, Meyer and 
Mamdani are as discussed in the rejection of claim 5 above, and incorporated herein. 

As per claim 8, Vazvan discloses the method wherein the verification of identity 
information is capable of being displayed in human readable form on display (See 
Vazvan Page 6, lines 9-25). 

As per claim 9, Vazvan discloses the method wherein the verification of identity 
information is in machine readable form (See Vazvan Page 6, lines 9-25). 

As per claim 10, Vazvan discloses the method wherein the ordering of product is 
done automatically by the selection of the product itself (See Vazvan Page 8, lines 30- 
41 to Page 9, line 10). 

As per claim 1 1 , Mamdani discloses the method wherein the unique transaction 
confirmation code is unique both to the mobile device and to a single present payment 
transaction, the method further comprising providing the unique transaction confirmation 
code to verify payment of the electronic bill (See Mamdani Fig. 2, Fig. 8; Col. 14, lines 15- 
26). 
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The motivation for combining the respective teachings of Vazvan, Meyer and 
Mamdani are as discussed in the rejection of claim 5 above, and incorporated herein. 

As per claim 12, Vazvan discloses an apparatus comprising: a processor 
configured to: provide a short range proximity signal to a proximity reader (See Vazvan, 
Page 9, lines 27-41); provide identification information to a payment system (See 
Vazvan, Page 9, lines 27-41 ); submit an order for a plurality of products to the payment 
system (See Vazvan, Page 9, lines 34-41). 

Vazvan does not explicitly disclose receive the electronic bill for a total charge. 

However, these features are known in the art, as evidenced by Myer. In 
particular, Meyer suggests receive the electronic bill for a total charge (See Meyer, 
Fig.21; Co1.7, lines 37-67). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have included the feature of Vazvan within the system of Meyer with the 
motivation of providing a portable transaction data entry terminal that is especially 
suited for eating and drinking establishments (See Meyer, Co1.3, lines 1-4). 

As best understood, Vazvan and Myers disclose all the limitations above. Vazvan 
and Meyer do not explicitly disclose "wherein the verification of identity information 
includes indicia of a unique transaction confirmation code generated by the payment 
system". 

However, this feature is known in the art, as evidenced by Mamdani. In 
particular, Mamdani suggests the system having "wherein the verification of identity 
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information includes indicia of a unique transaction confirmation code generated by the 
payment system (See Mamdani, Fig. 2 item 104b; Co1.3, lines 55-67 to Co1.4, line 25). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have included the feature of Mamdani within the collective teachings of 
Vazvan and Meyers with the motivation of enabling wireless e-commerce transactions 
to be facilitated and fulfilled in a secure and convenient manner (See Mamdani, Co1 .2, 
lines 10-12). 

As per the newly added claim 13, Flom discloses the method wherein providing 
identification information to a payment system comprises providing a PIN code and one 
or more of a table number or seat number to the payment system (See Flom, Fig. 5, 
Fig.6; Page 7, Paragraphs 0068-0069). 

As per the newly added claim 14, Flom discloses the method further comprising 
receiving email confirmation of transaction completion, the email including tagged data 
allowing the data to be used in other programs (See Flom, Fig. 2 Fig. 5; Page 3, 
Paragraph 0034). 

As per the newly claim 15, Flom discloses the apparatus wherein the processor 
is further configured to provide identification information to a payment system by 
providing a PIN code and one or more of a table number or seat number to the payment 
system (See Flom, Fig.5, Fig.6; Page 7, Paragraphs 0068-0069). 
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As per the newly claim 16, Flom discloses the apparatus wherein the processor 
is further configured to receive email confirmation of transaction completion, the email 
including tagged data allowing the data to be used in other programs (See Flom, Fig. 2 
Fig.5; Page 3, Paragraph 0034). 

5. Examiner's Note: Examiner has cited particular columns and line numbers in the 
references as applied to the claims below for the convenience of the applicant. Although 
the specified citations are representative of the teachings in the art and are applied to 
the specific limitations within the individual claim, other passages and figures may apply 
as well. It is respectfully requested from the applicant, in preparing the responses, to 
fully consider the references in entirety as potentially teaching all or part of the claimed 
invention, as well as the context of the passage as taught by the prior art or disclosed 
by the examiner. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on 1/30/08 with respect to claims 1 ,5-12 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Conclusion 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited but not the applied art teaches interactive system for 
and method of performing financial transactions from a user base (6,363,364) and 
integrated technology money transfer system (7,415,442).
